& S Reétitude in public Meafures occur 
‘fo feldom, ina certain Country, it 

would be ungenerous to be filent 

when it appears in our own. There 
9 are two Regiments to be difpofed of 
out of Jreland, I think, very pro- 
perly. One is ordered to Nova 
Scotia, for the better Prote€tion of our new Settlers there ; 
which will eafe them and us of the Apprehenfions I men- 
tioned in my laft Paper but one. Here I am ftrongly 
tempted to take Notice of fome Whitehall Paragraphs, 
vulgarly called Puffs, which I faw lately difperfed among 
our News-Papers, relating to that Colony ; more efpecially, 
of a long ‘Fobd Letter dated from thence, and publifhed in 
a Paper remarkable for the Court it pays to Power. But I 
mutft fufpend my Obfervations on that Head for the prefent, 
to purfue what I propofed above. 





The other Regiment is afligned for Gibraltar to ftrengthen 
that Garrifon, at a Time when we have fome Reafon to 
fafpeét it is not altogether out of Danger. The Defigna- 
tions of both Regiments have their Foundations in Policy, 
and are warranted by juft Precautions. The firft will not 
only anfwer the Purpofes I hinted at before, but undoubt- 
edly conrribute not a little towards eftablifhing the ancient 
Boundaries in our new Colony, according to the exprefs 
Letter of Treaties, againft the volatile Spirit extra€ted by 
our Chimical Neighbours to amufe and deceive us; pro- 
vided, our Commiffaries prefer the Duty they owe the Pub- 
lic to their own private Gain, and fhew the jealous World, 
by a Sincerity of Difpatch, there is no obd at the Bottom 
to make a Property of this new Colony to drain our Mo- 
ther-Country of both: it’s Inhabitants and Wealth, for no 
other Parpofe than to fill the Purfes of a few particular De- 
pendents on Power. Such there are that infeft the Quiet | 
of every Adminiftration, and, by mere Dint of Importu- | 
nity, divert the flowing Stream of public Good, into fo 
many various narrow Channels, that it becomes quite loft 
in.the Bogs and Marthes of private Lucre. 





*Tis hoped, that fuch a proper Difpatch may be given 
for forwarding the Regiment appointed for Gibraltar, as to 
¢nable it to exchange Climates with our Minifter in Spain 
at one and the fame Time. It is fomewhat ftrange, that, 
after negociating fo long’ under the ever-glorious Definitive 
Treaty, that Minifter has not been able to reduce any one 
depending Circumftance into Certainty; fo that he is on 
the Verge of returning home without his Errand — with- 
out as much asa Convention! This ill Succefs can’t | 
be well imputed to-any Infufficiency or Mifmanagement in 
the Minifter; for tho’ we fhould: admit, that-he is not fo 
great a Genius in the Way of Negociating as the ingenious 
Sanvicos 5 yet his former long, Refidence in Spain, in a 
public Charaéter, rendering him converfant with the Na- 
ture of the People and the Modes and Manner of the Court, 
he muft have acquired a Sufficiency of Experience to {up- 
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port him in his Miniftry, and confequently is perhaps as 


fit-a-Perfon for negoeiating an Affair of Trade and Com- 


have -been fent- among the Spaniards ; unlefs one of our 


principal S****es of S*te had-condefcended to drop his | 


Quill, and undertook the arduous Tafk, which I humbly 
apprehend would have been the propereft Method that 
could have been taken ; efpecially, as it appears, the Abi 
lities and Experience of one of them are equal to the Bufinefs 
of both Offices: So that our public Affairs could in no wile 
luffer by the Abfence of the other. 


Tis evident, that the wily Houfe of Bourbon had fome- 
thing in Rgirye, which the Penetration of our M**it*s 
could not dicern at ,the Time of Ggning the far-famed 
Definitive Treaty ; whigh fome People apprehend is alto- 
gether as general and wncertain as if it contained no more 
than, Let there be Peace ; fince a final Negociation might 
have been conduéted under thefe four fignificant Momofila- 
bles, as well as under the Direttions of all the /pecial Arti- 
cles of the Definitive Treaty, which would not have been 
greatly lengthened, if the profound Sanvicos had in- 
fitted on a few more general Words to be added; fuch as, 
Free failing, without Search, for the Britife Subje&:, Here 
would have been fome Foundation to build a formal! Super- 
ftrocture upon, confiftent with the very Caufe of our going 
to War. 


I perfevere ftill in my Opinion, that, fince the Court of 
Spain is become Bourbon, we muft never expect a Sincerity 
of Friendfhip from it, "till Heaven, in Pity to that fuffer- 
ing Nation, fhall raife it up a King who thall affert the 
real Spaniard, againft che Intereft and infidious Politics of 
France, which will be ever in Agitation to keep the C*t 
of M*d*d at Variance with that of L*d*n; tho’ the In- 
tereft of both thefe coincide, fo as to require them to be 
upon good Terms with each other ; and that France is the 
natural Enemy of both. Bat of late the Cafe is in fome 
Meature altered, as the one has found out the Way to 
fopplant us in our Commerce with the other, by not only 
fupplying the Dominions of Spaia with thofe Commodi- 
ties with which heretofore we alone ufed to furnifh them, 
but by manufacturing them alfo, and at a much cheaper 
Rate ; fo that the French have eftablifhed {uch a Connexion 
with the Spaniards as we can hardly ever remove. 


How to remedy this Evil, and to regain the Spaniard, 
or rather the Court of Spain, is the great Point to be con- 
fidered by our Miniftry, who are alone equal to fuch a 
‘Tatk; and therefore I fhall not prefume to foreftall their 
wife Deliberations, by caiting in my own Mite into the 
Scale of Reafoning ; tho’ I fhall take the Liberty to affert, 
that reftoring Gibrastar will contribute very little towards 
it ; fince, as foon as that is done, France will throw in 
fome new Bone of Contention to continue the Separation 
between Spain and us, and will be more able to effect her 
Purpofe, by the reannexing Gibraltar to Spain, as it will 
become hereby much more formidable than it is at prefent, 
while the Brits Bit is in it’s Mouth and the Reins in our 
own Hands, which not only curbs the Power of the Ene- 
my on the Side of Europe, but ferves as a Check upon the 
predatory Ineurfions of the il/uftriows Lords the Pirates of 
Arcrers, who have given us lately futh a Specimen of 
their Infolence, as wakes us intoa more ferious Refl-ftion 


| on the Importance of Gibraltar for fecuring us a free Na- 
merce (at leaft as far as a‘’Cony ENT ION) as any that could 


vigation in the Mediterranean, which, by a Ceffion of 
that Fortrefs to Spain, would become greatly endangered by 
Piracies from the Coa of Barbary, as our Situation in 





Great Britain is too remote to proteét our Trade in thofe 
Parts in fo effeftaal a Manner as it really requires: So that 
the Levant Trade muft of Courfe fall entirely into the 
Hands of the French, who will not fail to engage thofe 
Coriairs to moleit us on all Occafions; as it is notorious, 
they make no Scruple of Confcience to enter into Alliance 
with any furtive Body, Collection of Outlaws, or Banditti 
whatfoever, that may ferve their Purpofe and ruin ours. It 
is a ftanding Maxim with the mof Chriffian to intereft all 
Religions againit Chrifianity, fo as it tends to aggrandize 
his particular Power and enlarge his proud Dominions. 


Our Navigation to the Levant would not only be ren- 
dered fo very precarious from the Coaft of Africa, upon our 
ceding Gibraltar and Minorca (as they will expe& both 
together) ; but we fhould be caft wholly at the Feet of 
Spain, which, by fuch a Ceffion, would become abfolute 
Mittrefs of the Straits at all Events, as well on her own 
Side as on that of Barbary. To what a wretched State 
muft our Commerce to that Part of the World be then re- 
duced! more efpécially, during a War with Spain, which 
may fhut us out of the Mediterranean at Pleafure, with a 
moderate Fleet to cruize in the Straits-Mouth, in Aid of 
their Batteriés on either Side of it. This would effetually 
render the Houfe of Bourbon fecure againft all Attacks from 
the Maritime Powers, on the Side of the Mediterranean, as 
thofe Coafts would become inacceffible by the united Strength 
of the feveral Branches of that ambitious Houfe in the 
Straits; where, inftead of a moderate Fleet, as I have 
mentioned, they would not fail to have one that could, in 
all Refpeéts; an{wer their Purpofe. 


We have experienced fo much the Infidelity of Holland 
in the late War, that we can put no Confidence in them 
for Affiftance on future Occafions againft France. But fup- 
pofing (what can’t be eafily admitted) we could happily 
equip out and fpare fo large a Fleet from our own Coafts, 
fo as to be able to force it’sWay thro’ the Straits, what Dif- 
ficulties muft fuch a Fleet encounter, in Courfe of Time, 
in thofe Seas, from Weather, from Want of Neceflaries, 
and the clofe Attention of a watchful Enemy? Where 
could our Ships find a Port in Strefs of Weather? Where 
could they water? Where victual, and where refit? No 
Shelter near enough againft Weather, and no Water or 
or Vidtual, or Refitting, but by repaffing the Straigy to the 
Coatt of Portugal, admitting even we could keep that King- 
dom on our Side, which we find already is become half 
Bourbon, by the Marriage with Spain, and to whofe joint 
Councils with France we may perhaps impute the late Pro- 
hibition of fo valuable a Part of the Commodities of Greas 
Pritain, ander their Arrét againft Luxury. 


To fupport a free Commerce into the Levantine againit 
a Confederacy of the Houfe of Bourbon, with Gibrasar, 
and Minorca in the Pofleflion of Spain, would coft us the 
Maintenance of 24 Ships of the Line of Battle at leait, 
throughout the whole Year in thofe Seas, under the infu- 
perable Inconveniences abovementioned : Whereas, with 
thofe Parcels of Spain in our Hands, an inconfiderable 
Number of our Ships of War will not only fuffice in ordi- 
nary to protet our Trade ; but render us too fecure, unlefs 
upon an extraordinary Occafion, to be under any Appre- 
henfions from the united Power of Bourbon. 





It has been induitrioully given out, that Spain would con- 
tent herfelf with the Reftitution of Gibralar only, and fo 
renounce her Pretenfions to Minorca. 1 will make no 
Doubt of het Maderation that Way for the prefent; but 
put her into Poffeflion of the firft, the will become foon 
able to acquire the other, efpectally if the foregoing Ob- 
fervations are jult, either by diftrefling us to part with it 
upon their own ‘Terms, or by an eafy Conquelt of it. 

After confidering thefe Things, what degenerate Briton 
would lift up his impious Voice for ceding thele valuable 
Poflcflions, fecured to us by the ignominious Peace of Urrecht, 
in order to ftrengthen the honorable, lafling, Definitive Peace 
of Aix, fora pretended Equivalent, where no Equivalent 
can be found. Poffeffions! that awe all the Southern Coatts 
of France and Spain, and all the vaft Stretch of Jtalian 
Dominions on the Side of the Mediterranean, and alfo the 
oppofite Shores of Barbary : —Prodigeous Advantage ! 
"Tis plain, the Miniftry are fo fentible of the Importance 
of them, that they prepare to ftrengthen, defend and pre- 
ferve them at all Events. Hence the Regiment from Jre 
land, is ordered forrhwith to embark. ere all our pub- 
Jic Meafures conduéted with the like prudential Care and 
Forecalt, I fhould want Matter to animadvert upon ; not- 
withitanding the pucrile P*e of Sanvicos.

of the faid Ships Arrival in the Downs on Saturday laft. 
They left St. Helena the firft of July, when fone of the 
Company's Ships homeward or outward bound, were then 
there. Capt. Wood, Commander of the Colcheiter, died 
in his Paffage three Weeks after they left St. Helena. The 
Crews of the above Ships have been very fickly, and loft 
a great Number of Men, having been out a long Time. 

‘Luefday the Perfons in Cuftody for attempting to export

were ordered into clofe confinment, and the reft dif- 
charged. 

Tuefday Evening as a Lady atid her Footihan in a Poft-

whereby the Chaife was broke to Pieces. but the Lady 
received no other Injury than the Fright and the Lofs of 
the Purtmanteau. ;

Thurfday Morning about two o’Clock a Fray happen’d 
in St. James's ftreet, between a Perfon of Diftin€tion and 
a Chairman, wherein the Chairman was cut in feveral 
Places ; whereupon the Gentleman was fecured, and car- 
ried to St. James’s Round-houfe, and in the Morning gave 
in Bail before a Magiftrate, for the faid Offence. 

On Wednefday Afternoon as Mr. Cooling the Waltham- 
ftow Coachman and his Wife were taking an Airing toge- 
ther, they were ateacked by a Poet pad, on the Side of 
Hacker’sWood near Woodford, who bid them fland, and, 
on the Coachman’s hefitating, and faying he had no Mo- 
ney, immediately pulled out a Piftol, and {wore he would 
blow out his Brains, if he did not inftantly produce fome: 
He took from the Man about thirteen Shillings- and from 
his Wife her Wedding Ring, and five or Six Shillings 
more. ‘The Coachman afterwards rais’d the County, and 
with feveral others befet the Wood. and found there a 
Perfon in a Waiftcoat, whom he could not be pofitive was 
the Man who robbed him ; and without fo much as faarch- 
ing him, prudently let him go 

By Lerters from Lifbon, bearing Date the 15th of Au- 
guft latt we hear, that the Fleet of Farnambucque, which 
entered into the Port of Lifbon, on the 2oth of July laf, 
confifted of no leit than thirty eight. Merchantmen, who 
were efcorted by the Lampadofa and the Trinity, two 
Men of War, and that their Cargo confifted of one Million 
three Hundred and Sixty-five Cruzados in Gold, Silver 
and Ingots, with a very lasge Quantity of other rich Com- 
modities ; and that Ten of thofe Veflels belonged to the 
Merchants of the City of Oporto. 

By Letters from — bearing Date the 14th of 
Avguft laft, we are informed, that the Spanifh Men of 
War who had been in Purfuit of the Corfairs of Barbary 
in the Mideterranean, having ftood at fome Diftance off 
of Algiers, and difcovering a Xebeck, that had about 300 
Hands on board, whofe Captain was a Renegado, who 
fail’d owt of Port, in order to go upon the Chace, fail’d 
up to her, attack’d her, and made them(felves Matter of the 
Prize after about an Hour’s Engagement.

FOREIGN AFFATIRS 

Leghorn, Aug. 25, 0.8. The Barbray Corfairs continud 
their Depredations on the Coafts of the Ecclefiaftical State, 
and of the Kingdom of Naples; and we have received 
Advice, that twelve Algerine Xebeques had made a Defcent 
in the Neighbourhood of Otranto and Salerno, advanced a 
League into the Connty, made fome Booty, and carried’ 
off feveral of the Inhabitants; after which they re-im- 
barked, with a Defign to attempt Defcents in fuch other 
Places as are leaft able to oppofe them. 

Rome, Aug. 25, O. 8. A few Days ago a Turk, who 
was coneerned in the confpiracy at Malta, was taken up 
here. He found Means to make his Efcape from that 
Hfland, and came here under Pretence of embracing the 
Chriftian Religion ; but being difcovered, he was fent te 
Ripragrunde, whese he was configned to the Mafter of 
a Maltefe Veffel. 

Prague, Sept.2z, O.S. Wehave received Advice, that 
four great.Swarms of Locufts are ravaging the Circle of, 
Pilfen ; and we learn from Budwies, that a prodigious 
Number of thofe Infeéts had fettled in that Neighbour-’ 
hood ;. but that the Inhabitants and the Soldiers of the Gar- 
rifon had found Means to drive them away by firing upon 
them with eight Pieces of Cannon, and alarmimg with 
the Noife of the Bells. Their Flight, however, was not 
very far; for about a League from the Town they fettled 
in fuch Quantities npon the Trees, that feveral of the 
Branches were broke down with the Weight of them, All 
the Night following a great Quantity of Straw was burnt 
under the Trees, which deftroyed about 160 Sacks full of 
thefe Infeéts, without feemingly leffening their Number. 


"The next Morning at Nine o’Clock the Swarm come within 


half a League of the Town, and in a very fhort Time de-
